1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Claim 145 has been cancelled. 
2. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Yumoto(6,686,699) teaches an active matrix display having a signal line(14); a 
receiving part for fetching the signal current; a converting part(125, 123) with a 
conversion transistor and a capacitor connected to the gate of the transistor for 
converting a current level of the fetched signal current to a voltage level and holding the 
same(see figures 2-3 and claims 1-5). 

Yumoto(us-2003/0128200A1) teaches an active matrix display having a control 
line(scanning line); a data line 13 and converting part(31-35) for converting a current 
level of the signal input line(16)(see figures 4, 8; claims 1, 5, 10-11 and paragraphs #94- 
102). 
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3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 
None of the cited references teach a display device comprising a drive 

part(TFT1 , C) separates the conversion use transistor(TFT 1) from the receiving 
part(TFT3) and uses the holding voltage stored in a capacitor(C) for driving after the 
conversion of the signal current(lw, data line) is completed and passed the drive current 
to the light emitting element(OLED) through the channel in a state where the held 
voltage level is applied to the gate of the conversion transistor(TFT 1), with all other 
limitations cited in claims 14, 82, 120 and 149(see figures 7 and 9).
